NEW PROTESTS 


Argue Treasury Definition 
of Newsprint 


Contend Regulation Admits 
Too Great Tolerance 


Entry of Paper Under Tariff 
is Consideration _ 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, March 27.-— 
Renewed protests by publishers 
against a Treasury regulation de- 
fining standard newsprint papers 
were presented at a two-hour hear- 


ing today before Assistant Secre- 
tary Moss. The publishers’ argu- 
ment failed to settle the long 
standing question today, however, 
and another hearing was arranged 
for April 17, next. 

In a decision handed down in 
August, 1923, Secretary Mellon 
prescribed the standard newsprint 
paper as consisting of mechani- 
ally ground pulp and chemical 
wood pulp or sulphite containing 
not in excess of 30 per cent sul- 
phite and varying in weight not 
more than 10 per cent from thir- 
ty-two pounds per 600 sheets of 
24x36 inches.” This, it was thought 
at that time, would permit. free 
entry under the Tariff Act for all 
paper actually used in publica- 
tion of newspapers and compel as- 
sessment of duties against various 
other forms. 

The publishers’ representatives 
declared today that 10 per cent 
tolerance from the  thirty-two- 


were not convinced that 6 
was the correct figure, and it was 
made known that Mr. Mellon, after 
issuing his ruling, had ordered an 
investigation by the Bureau of 
Standards. The finding of the bu- 
reau e was te approxi- 
mate closely the content and vari- 
able features set out in the Mellon 
ruling. The publishers asserted, 
however, that greater quantities 
and definite kinds of paper than 
had been expected were coming in- 
to the country under the ruling.

Decision on Bids Not Reached 
After Five-Hour Session 


Discussons Are Scheduled to 
be Resumed Today

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The 
Shipping Board considered in an 
executive session of five hours to- 


day the question of negotiating 
further on pending bids for the 
purchase of five of its President 
liners operating out of San Fran- 
cisco without reaching a decision. 
The vessels are now being oper- 
ated by the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company. 

An adjournment was taken until 
tomorrow when the exeeutive es- 
sions will be continued with the 
prospect of many hours of discus- 
sion over the legal, mechanical and 
policy phases of the deal. 

The board took up its discus- 
sion after an opening hearing in 
which former U. 8. Senatcr George 
K. Chamberlain of Oregon, coun- 
sel for the Pacific Mall, contended 
that the pending bid of that com- 
pany was entirely legal, notwith- 
standing the opinion earlier in the 
week of the board's counsel to 
the contrary. He urged that if the 
‘board should hold the bid illegal 
further negotiations be conducted 
to adapt the bid to whatever re- 
}quiremenjs the board should lay 


down. 

R. Stanley Dollar, vice-president 
of the Dollar Lines which operate 
five similar vessele for the board 
out of Seattle to the Orient, has 
made a cash bid of $6,626,000 for 
five ships 2 out of San 
Francisco while the Pacific Mall 
Line has made a bid of $6,760,000 
of whith $1,260,000 would be paid 
in cash and the rest under a da- 
ferred payments plan which would 
call. for stock payments through

GERMANY TO 
REFUND ON 
OBLIGATIONS 


Plan Contemplates Small 
Payment to Owners of War 
and Prewar Liens 


BY SIGRID SCHULTZ 
(EXCLUSIVE 
BERLIN, March 27.—Foreign 
as well as German owners of war 
bonds and prewar bonds will re- 
ceive a refund of 5 per cent of the 
original investment, it has _ 
been officially announced. Dis- 
claiming the legal obligation of a 
bankrupt state to refund these 
amounts, the new German law 
which will be submitted to the 
Reichstag provides that war bonds 
will de exchanged for new claims 
representing 5 per cent of their 
value. Five per cent interest will 
be paid on the new claims in so far 
as they are still in the hands of the 
owners to whom they belonged on ) 


Amortization of claims is 
planned through a lottery system, 
the winners of the lottery obtain- 
ing a refund up to 25 per cent. The 
claims of those who bought bonds 
after 1920 will not be considered 
until “reparations are paid.“ since 
the government believes the bonds 
are only speculation.» 

Though the percentage refunded 
is emall, the German gove nt 
is endeavoring to increase fts s0- 
cial-power readjustment by specs 
provision that those who have all 
their money in government bondd, 
now over 60 years of age, are too 
old to earn a living. They will re- 
cet 2 r cent of the original in- 
‘vestment, but not more than 600 
marks a year. Though .this is a 
mere pittance the num of those 
absolutely ruined is so tremendous 
that they will call for 40,000,000 
marks. The total reserved in the 
budget for the war-hond refund 
amounts to 140,000,000 marks, 
which win be paid out only “as 
long as the financial payments for

CITY ZONE 
REHEARING 
IS DENIE 


Sufreme Court’ s Action 
Puts End to Cases Aimed 
at Municipal Law 


Litigation over Los Angeles city 
building zone ordinances, in the 
courts for many months, wae def- 
initely ended yesterday when the 
State Supreme Court, sitting in 
San Francisco, denied a rehearing 
of its recent decision in which it 
upheld the validity of the ordi- 
nances. 

In its former opinion, the State 
high court held, in substance and 
specifically, that the zoning of its 
territory for building purposes is 
a proper exercise by the city of 
its police powers and the protec- 
tion of residential districte by zon- 
ing ordinances is justifiable and 
proper. 

The zoning ordinance decision 
was based on two actions, regarded 
as test cases, one of which was 
fought through all the lower 
courts to the Supreme Court. In 
the first case, George Lee Miller 
and Frances Miller applied for a 
writ of mandate to compel the 
Board ot Public Works to grant 
them permission to construct a 
four-story flat building at 3802 
West Adams street. In the sec- 
ond, Hector Zahn and A. W. Ross 
applied directly to the Supreme 
Court for a writ to compel the 
Board of Public Works to issue 


them a permit for the construction. 
of a business block within the dis- |

One of the largest real estate 
deals completed here in 
weeks is the leasing of the Al- 
varado Hotel property on the 
northeast corner of Sixth and Al- 
varado streets for ninety-nine 
years at an aggregate rental of

PURSUIT OF PEACE 

Six years have passed since the Treaty 
of Versailles was drafted at Paris by the 
powers that had brought the World War to 
what was, for them, a successful conclusion. 
One power alone was missing; that was 
Russia, which, under the Czar, proved a 
powerful factor in the early days of the 
war, and later, under the Bolsheviki, nego- 
tiated a peace with the enemy which was a 

rank betrayal of Russia's allies. 
The victorious powers drafted the treaty 


Viewed five years later, it looks to the im- 
partial observer as though they were too 
eager in exacting their pound of flesh. A 
little more consideration for the beaten foe 
at that time would have kept things out of 
the treaty that have since proved inapplic- 
able. The terms of the treaty were ex- 
tremely distasteful to a majority of the 
population of Europe; and it is axiomatic 
that oly through the application of force 


"majority. 

During the five years that have elapsed 
the victorious powers have pursued from 
conference to conference the phantom of au 
enduring peace. All the peoples of Europe 
would like to escape the burdens of oppres- 
sive armaments; but none of the little 
states that were created by the Treaty of 
Versailies will sacrifice aught that they re- 
ceived, however unjust the award may now 
appear, in the interest of common peace. 

England and the United States took noth- 
img on the continent of Burope. England 
received valuable mandates over territory 
that once belonged to Germany; but our 
country took nothing at all. During these 
five years England and the United States 


have attempted to inducé the European 


states to compromise their differences. 


none is in sight; for compromise means 
concession, and the European states that 
benefited from the treaty, with France at 


their head, to make any concessions. 


On the hand, they are continually 
strengthening their military forces to re 
tain possession of what they now have. 
There is a well-grounded belief that some 
of them have taken more than was granted 
to them in the Versaiiles Treaty. 


political recovery has not even begun. 
France insists on retaining a standing army 


more than five times the strength of that 


permitted by Germany; and she has male 
use of that army to commit what are re- 
garded at Washington and London as whol- 
ly unjustifiable breaches of the peace treaty. 
She still occupies German territory that 


Ihe seized, acting alone; while the whole 8 
intent and purport of the Versailles Treaty 


is that there can be only common action. 
When minorities seek to dominate ma- 
jorities they always tread a dangerous path. 
If they cannot show absolute right on their 
side their position soon becomes untenable. 
France now seeks a new entente with 


ngiand under which England shal! guar- 


antee the protection of both the eastern and 
western frontiers of the states that border 
on Germany. England is willing to make 
an alliance guaranteeing the eastern fron- 
tiers of France and Germany; but the pres- 
ent government declines either to approve 
the frontiers of the states to the east to 
Germany or to give any pledge for their 
protection. 

The frontiers of those little states are 
plainly the danger points. They cannot de 
fend them of their own strength against the 
powerful neighbors from whom the terri- 
tory was taken at the end of the war. They 
are willing to make no concessions to those 
states, and they look to England for protec- 
tion in case of an invasion. But the British 
government is reluctant to guarantee armed 
interference to protect and preserve fron- 
tiers that neither lead to her coasts nor are 
supported by any right other than that of 
conquest. — 

Under such conditions Germany and Rus- 
sia are being pushed into each other's arms. 


|) They have the common cause of what their 


people believe is the injustice of dismem- 
bering the fatherlands by conquest. Until 


„something is done to placate this feeling of 


embittered hostility the only peace possibie 
is that maintained by superior arms. But 
there is a limit to the time when the armed 
force of a minority can remain superior to 
that of the majority, provided culture and 
the economic force of the two contestants 
are about on a par. eS 

When the dove of peace is pursued by a 


N hunter with a rifle it may be killed, but it 


is not likely to be tamed. 

Comm@nting on the prospects for a suc- 
cessful arms conference, the New York 
World refers to the unstable eastern fron- 
tiers of Germany and reaches the conclu- 
sion that: 


„We may safely assume that there will 
be no “disarmament” and no substan- 
tial reduction of armaments and no “se- 
curity” on the continent unless they 
are peaceably readjusted in a settle- 
ment which the majority of sentiment 
of Eastern Europe accepts. There may 
be provisional alliances which may help 
to allay fear, but real peace is not at- 
tainable until those frontiers rest on 
some better foundation than the over- 
whelming force of the victors. — 

The present condition in Europe resem- 
bles that of the Napoleonic era. France 
then negotiated peace with the bayonet: 
but the treaties were worthless as soon as 
the countries subdued were able to unite 
and throw off the yoke of armed dominance. 
In Some cases it took nearly twenty years 
to accomplish this, and it was done; and in 
the end France occupied less territory and 
vastly tess influence in Europe than on the 
day she began to invade the territory of: her 
neighbors.

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ASCISM AND LAB 
Fascism has entered on a new role of 
arbitrator between employers and em- 
ployees in the matter of ending a strike. 
Castor ofl was the original cure-all of the 
Fascisti for social evils; but now direct ar- 
bitration between employer and employee 
has become their standard of improving 
conditions. For this they deserve their. 
meed of praise. It is a step higher on the 
ladder of economic perfection. 
In the beginning of Fascism it was a 
question of fighting fire with fire, and cas- 
tor ofl was no worse anti Commun- 
ism than Communism's own prescription of 
sabotage in the form of more violent man- 


handling of soldiers, workers and farmers) 


who did not come to their way of thinking. 
The Fiat automobile works seem to have 
drawn the fire of the Fascisti. In Milan 
100,000 strikers “went out” and after a short 
session of government delegates, employers 
and employees the strike was settled with- 


gates and strike leaders, who were not even 
given an invitation to attend the parleys. 

That is a move in the right direction 
which is to be added to the already long 
list of Fascisti achievements in the social 
and economic betterment. Premier Berito 
Mussolini negotiated the rapprochement be- 
tween the strikers and their industrial em- 
ployers. It appears, therefore, that Italy 
can be governed from the sick room, which 
does not indicate that Mussolini is paralyzed 
even on his sick bed. The world at large 
becomes a debtor to the Italian Premier, 
while it sympathizes with his physical com- 
plaints. 

Cases have been known in this country 
where the government took a strong stand 


in ending a strike, but arbitration without 


consultation of the strike leaders is a de 
parture which shows the waning influence 
of these social spiders who weave their 
webs around the unsuspecting flies that 
blindly follow their spellbinding oratory. 
The cigarsmoking, mouth-twisting, eye-roll- 
ing, wink-controlling dispensers of wisdom 
to a docile army of “yessirs” blindly execut- 
ing orders given in smothered monosylia- 
bles and an assumption of wise-looking om- 
niscience, face dethronement from pedestals 
which have always been a conundfum to the 
impartial observer. How the aggressive 
posing of bully authority could ever have 
influenced the rank and file of strikers is a 
phenomenon which can be explained in 
terms of hypnotism only.

TUBERCULOSIS 
SESSIONS OPEN 


California Association Meets 


in Convention Here 
Dr. Dock Urges Attention to 
Malady in Children 


Discussions Held 


Tuberculosis was discussed at 
length from scientific and popular 


points of view at the first seasion 
of the annual meeting of the Cali- 
fornia Tuberculosis Association, 


which opened at the Ambassador | be 


yesterday. 

Dr. Robert A. Peers, president 
of the aseociation, presided at the 
general session and made the ad- 
dresa of Welcome. In the after- 
noon two sessions were conducted 
simultaneously, one devoted to clin- 
jeal discuasions and the other to 
sociological discussions. 


Dr. Esmond R. Long of the de- 
partment of pathology of the Uni- 
versity of leago. read an in- 


structive paper on “Tissue Reac- 
tion in Tuberculosis.” 

lscussing some of the practical 
features of the tuberculosis prob- 
lem. . George Dock of - 
dena pointed out that although 
medical science has cut down tu- 
berculosis mortality 50 per cent 
in the past ten years, there is still 
plenty of room for progress. 


OUTSTANDING NEED 


One of the outstanding needs, in 
the opinion of Dr. Dock, is the ne- 
cessity of more consideration of 
tuberculosis in children, This is 
matter that should be given more 
attention on the part of not only 
the medieal profession,’ but of 

rents and teachers as well. While 
t is generally conceded that the 
majority of cases of tuberculosis 
in adults probably have their ori- 
gid in a childhood infection, not 
enough work ie being done to de- 


the time it is incipient. Fevers, 
swollen glands and other symptoms 
are studied as 2 indications 
of childhood d „ but rarely 


able indications of tuberculous in- 
fections. 

~ Even in adult cases, Dr. Dock 
said, tuberculosis is being diag- 
nosed often as some other ailment. 
In the old days, he said, it was 
often mistaken for malaria. 

One of the outstanding features 
of yesterday's sessions was the dis- 
course on hellotherapy—popularly 
known as the sun cu n the 
treatment of tuberculosis, by Dr. 
Horace LoGrass6, medical director 
of the J. N. Adams Memorial, at 
Perryburg, N. 1. Hellotherapy has 
been the center of considerable in- 
terest both by the laity and the 
profession. 

Among the points brought out 
by Dr. LoGrasso, who, with his 
associates, has done some remark- 
able work along this line, wus his 
statement that hellotherapy as a 
method of treatment requires a 
thorough understanding of the 
technique of administration; that 
without the proper technique the 
so-called sun cure produces not 
only indifferent results, but ie al- 
no even productive of harmful re- 
sults to the patient. 


VALUE OF SUN RAYS 

He aleo expressed the belief that 
the value ot hellotherapy ie de- 
rived not only from the proper 
use of the rays of the sun, but 
also of natural air currents. It is 
a combination of sun and air that 
prodtces the results, he said. 
Touching upon the wee of special 
lamps to produce artificial sun- 
light, Dr. LoGraseo said that as yet 
no lamp haa been invented that 
can reproduce in their entirety the 
rays of the sun. That while some 
believed the curative effect of the 
gun ie due largely to its witra-vio- 
let rays, his belief 6 that it is 
probably the combined rays of the 
sun that are needed. 

In respect to artificial lamps, he 
eaid that at Adams Memorial they 
are perfecting a lamp from which 
much is expected. The objection 
to the artificial lamp treatment, he 
thought, was that the treatment 
was too apt to be given in un 
ventilated rooms where the gases 
produced by the lamps add to the 
vitiated condition of the air. 

Dr. Lo Grasso showed a number 
of lantern elides of patients treat- 
ed at Adams almost solely by the 
sun. The results shown were such 
as to cause murmurs of approval 
to sweep the audience. 

Dr. Long, duri the evening 
session, discussed what he styled as 
the epidemic of tuberculosis cures 
gweeping the country. - Without 
ee to any particuar 
cure, Long advised a healthy 
skepticiam regarding any specific 
cure until time has proved 
value. The point ts, he said, tu- 
berculosis is a disease that ia in 


jority of cases, a long time to 
work before it is discovered and 
destroying much tissue. Conse- 
quently it fe not reasonable at the 
present to believe that a specific 
can be concocted which can — 
shot into the system to knock th 

germs out and build up the tissue 
overnight. We appear to have 
some sort of a cure, he said. since 
the mortality from tuberculosis has 
been cut down tremendously in 
the past ten or fifteen years.

Edythe Tate Thompson, devoted

A rt read by Mrs. Thomp- 
non indicated the money derived 
from the sale of Red Cross seals 
is being well spent and that tho 
pubile ie aware of this fact as in 
dicated by the yearly increase in 
the sales of the seals. Evidence 
of what ia being accomplished in 
antituberculosis work is seen from 
her report that in 1924 there were 
only 1738 more deaths from tu- 
berculosis in California than in 
1914, despite the enormous in- 
crease in population.

retary of the Navy Wilbur has or- 
dered a full report on the firing, 
apparently anxious to learn the 
full details of the antiaircraft de- 
fense. 

In a message sent to Admiral 
Coontz, Commander-in-Chief ot 
the United States Fleet, the Secre- 
tary asked for a full report on tar- 
get practice by the fleet thus far 
this week, including that by the 


| antiaircraft guns. According to 


the reports given to the newspa- 
pers, forty-four gune of eleven 
dreadnaughts each fired twenty 
rounds of ammunition, 

Secretary Wilbur said, however, 
that this information, when ob- 
tained, would not be made public, 
as all ‘firing in target practice was 
confidential information.

Fifteen thousand fleet sailors 
owned San Pedro last night, get- 
ting a rousing farewell for the 


long cruise on which they start 
next Friday. The harbor town,

Next week will be spent in the 
final machinery overhaul and pol- 
ishing of the 110 vessels that are 
to sail for Hawali for the 4 
maneuvers, by way of San Fran- 
0 . Just one-half of these are 
schéduled to take the Australian 
trip, the other fifty-five returning 
to home ports and to the Atlantic 
at the conclusion of the Hawallan 
maneuvers. The date of return of 
the Battle Fleet, according to 
achedule, is September 2 27, next.
